Some months ago Mr. K. B Eur lea loi 
off with a slunhing address to die electors o 
this city! Bat ns the election did not com 
on, (tie address, like many oilier literury [in- 
ductions, has gone out of print ; although i 
is intimated by a morning cottinporary Ihn 
Mr. Kurlea is still in the field fpi legislutiv 
honors. Should a second edition appear, we 
shall pass it under review, in due course. 
The tiriU liona Jiile address nr,w ill the lield, 
anticipatory of the Proclamation to summon 
good men and true, is thai of Mr. E. J. Jack* 
son, which we publish [his morning. His 
platform of principles are tolerably good, so 
far as they go. They are " free trade, equal 
taxation, no extravagance, good salaries fur 
public servants, non socturian schools, coun- 
try roads, toleration, and no Slate chinch." 
There are very lew persons, we believe, who 
will find fault with those principles in the 
abstract. There is nothing very original in 
them. They ore old stand-bys in the coun- 
try. Equal taxation, we presume, means 
treating country people like towns-people 
As a highly respectable man, as a thrift} 
farmer, and as a candidate for the Assembly, 
the presumption is that Mr. .Jackson would uol 
do violence to our of his principles by voting 
to lax city improvements and exempt the im- 
provemon's ol farmers. This is a matter thai 
these who h ild property in the city as well 
as voters in the district! ought to inquire into 
Hitherto the fine and costly farm-houses and 
buildings in Victoria and other districts 
have been exempted, whilst the humble me 
chanic or tradesman in town has hud to pay 
taxes on his dwelling or shop. The ex- 
members enacted the law. Mr. Jackson, in- 
fjreatially, says he is opposed to it. We 
shull see. Bot it is so common for candi- 
dates to promise before they are elected and 
break their pledges alterward, that it will be 
well lu ventilate the subject belore the elee 
tioll. There are other points to which we 
kluill relcr hereafter. There is a great deal 
ol non-eomruitalishi iu Mr. Jackson's address ; 
but so fur as we know him, he is a strictly 
honorable man, and we hope thai if elected 
lie may prove an independent member. Mr. 
•lacksou is an untried piblic man; so the 
electors have more reason to inquire parties 
larly what his views aro on subjects on which 
he has not touched. The impression appear 
to obtain thai of the four candidates up for 
Victoria District at present, Trimble, Elliot, 
and Jackson are the men. There may be 
others sprung on the electors however.

THE CITY SURVEY. 

The action of the City Council on Mon- 
day evening in reference lo the regulation of 
.street boundaries may serve as an instalment 
of w hat is required to be done, but not much 
more. From the notice of his intention to 
introduce a by-law for fixing the boundaries 
of Government and IJroad streets given by 
Councillor Copland, and the fact of Messrs. 
Pttttrick & Co. being recommended to adopl 
the Government survey in erecting their 
building, the Council evidently intend that 
the survey of (Joverriment slreet already 
made by the Deputy Surveyor General shall 
be taken as the foundation for the regulation 
of the re^t of the city. As to the propriety 
of adopting the line-) in question as made 
use of by lot owners on the street there can- 
not be much difference of opinion among the 
public. Carroll's earner has always formed 
a starting point for the Government surveys, 
so tha; the probabilities ate that the lines of 
Government street as determined by them 
will be found best to tally with th« laying 
out of the rest of the city. If the Govern 
tnent surveyor maintains that Government 
street is correctly laid clown, then there is a 
base line with which the remaining streets 
aud boundaries of the city must be made lo 
correspond. It has been alleged that there 
is a difference of opinion however as to the 
correctness of the lines of that street as laid 
down by the City Engineer and the Acting 
Colonial .Surveyor. We cannot see how any 
great difference could well occur in so short 
a distance, Whatever may be the case how- 
ever, permanent buildings have been erected 
in accordance with the Government survey, 
so that if there is any doubt on the matter 
the owners should have the benefit of it. 
There will, we think, be found land enough .

The opening up ol the country by lines ol roads, 
carefully surveyed and finished, year by year, in a 
substantial mnnner.isa necessity, fell by all. especi- 
ally by termors, aud will rcoeire my anxious atten- 
tion. 

A member ol the Church ot England from my 
childhood, I desire nothing more lor her, than that 
she should stinii upon her own merits, supported 
by her own adherents aud seeking no assistance 
Irom the State— lurther than the protection granted 
alike to nil creeds, to all sects— that each one may 
worship the Almighty, according to their con 
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shifting of boundaries, bat it is better done 
now tliun hereafter. 

Although the contemplated action of the 
City Qounoil in ppssing the [jCy-Law in 
»|iiestioii may do very v eil ns a foundation 
for more extensive and uomplete operations, 
yet the Council must not rest salihlied with 
goiug BO lur. T ie name kind of difficulties 
tit present encountered by lot owners desirous 
of building permanent structures on Gov- 
ernment street, will be almost inevitably 
met with in oilier parts of the town, so Ion" 
as u general survey is left undone. Some 
will gj by the lines laid down by one sur- 
veyor and some by another. Many will not 
make any substantial improvements until 
tluy can bo assured that they will not be 
disturbed which can only be the ease when 
wo have a general survey to go by. The de- 
mand upon the Council for fhe suivey of Gov- 
ernment street, will be repeated in other 
parts of the town, and a great deal ol valu- 
able time wasted unless the question is 
settled once lor nil. The time and expense 
have both been urged somewhat ns an ob 
staulo ill die way of a general survey at the 
present moment. We aro disposed to con- 
sider that both of these objections have been 
exaggerated. We are at u loss to conceive 
how. lur example, it would lake a surveyor 
six months to run and fix the lines of the 
various atreohs and boundaries of the city, for 
that is all that is required. We do not want 
I lint the Surveyor should set oil I lie lines ol 
each man's lot ; that is a matter to be looke.l 
lifter by each individual at his own expense. 
What we do require is that the central line 
ol all thu streets be defined, and permanently 
laid down by stone monuments at convenient 
points, say in the centre of intersections, and 
a map be constructed in accordance with 
lids survey, showigg the width „r ihe streets 
In figures, the angles made by the iniersee- 
lion of slreoto, and with Ihe meridian, ihe 
ditiVrent blocks divided up into the same 
number of lots bearing the same relative pro- 
portion to each other ns on the Government 
oTtcial map ; lor we ore inclined io think the 
ip'ai actual quantity of lund will not be found 
to tally with ihe amount calVd lor by ihe old 
maps, there being in all likelihood an over- 
plus. This then should be dono no matter 
W lat it costs. Once completed, the time of 
t oo City Surveyor would be taken up with 
looking after tho public works, instead of bo- 
ing continually i ccupied a.t at pirsorjt with

THE AVI. WARD DARE, 

One ol' the ores used against the late 
Government, and now used against their suc- 
cessors, is founded upon the Aylwnrd case. 
Two people, a man and his wife, residing on 
the Basting's Road, lately murdered a neigh- 
boring farmer, named Monroe. Il was 
proved in Ihe ov'dence, as clearly as any - 
thin.: could be, that MtllirOC sent to ask 
Aylwatd about some liens of his which were 
missing, and one of which ho suspecled had 
been shot by Aylwiird. A 1 1 knowledge ol il 
was denied ;' when Munroe, who was accom- 
panied by his son, Said he would go and 
look. He turned from the house and waived 
down the field in front. Aylwnrd followed 
him. with a pistol in one hand and a fowling 
piece in the othur. No words passed between 
them, bui Aylwurd raised ihe pistol to tire, 
when Munroo kicked il out of his band. 
The boy s'ooped to pick it up, and as he did 
so, Aylwatd lired at him. and upwards uf 
thirty slugs wera afterwards extracted from 
his back. Simultaneously Mr.-. Aylwurd 
came up, and with a scythe struck at old 
Munroe, nearly slicing It is scalp [iff, and cut- 
ting his arm badly, till died of his wounds 
in a few days. Intent was proved by several 
witnesses, who swore thai Mis. Aylwnrd hud 
told them thai she and her husband hail 
planned lo kill Munroe. Moreover, tho soyt 'he 
she used belonged lo Munroe, a id -he H ilh her 
husband had sharpened it n day or two pre- 
viously. There was no grass at the lime 
and much snow lay on ihe ground, no that 
Ihe sylhe could scarcely have been wanted 
I'nr any other purpose than thai fur which it 
was used. Chief .Inst ice Draper, Ihe clever- 
est man we have on the bench, charged the 
jury that ihe prisoncts were guilty of murder 
or nothing.
